WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
Howard Hughes said today that 
Maj.

As for the loan request, Hughes 
said that under the terms of 
the proposal Meyers made, either 
he or the Hughes Tool Co. was to 
guarantee the purchase against 
decline in the value of the bonds. 

Meyers, sitting just a few feet 
away from the millionaire plane 
designer and movie producer, 
snorted in obvious disgust as 
Hughes testified. 

Meyers has testified he asked 
Huges for a $50,000 loan after leav-

Robot Planes to Carry A-Bombs 


Speeds Due Soon

POINT MUGU, Calif., Nov. 10— 
The United States Navy has “in 
immediate prospect,” from current 
projects with the American air- 
craft industry, robot planes of 
supersonic speeds capable of car- 
rying the atomic bomb, it was 

learned here today. 

One of thede pilotiess test ve- 
hicles developed under the scien- 
tific direction of the applied 
physics laboratory of Johns Hop- 
kins University has been up to 
supersonic speeds and is believed 
by Navy experts at this base to 
have attained a speed of 1500 
miles an hour, It is powered by 
a ram-jet engine, which is most 
efficient at high altitudes. The- 
oretical studies show the possibil- 
ity of using this engine in con- 
junction with rocket propulsion to 
achieve a range of several thou- 
sand miles, 

Navy scientists working at this 
air missile testing base are quick 
to admit a true guided missile 
capable of seeking out at long 
range any | 


that by continuous research this 
goal can be achieved and that, in 
addition, it will be possible to 
watch the progress of missiles to 
distant targets on screens inside 
command posts. 

Point Mugu is the Navy’s most 
important center of air missile 
testing in the nation, with an over- 
water target range stretching 
more than 100 miles into the Pa- 
cific. It is situated north of Santa 
Monica. 

When everything is ready at sea 
from the standpoint of safety and 
all shore-based personnel are se- 
cure, an engineer in an armored 
booth throws the switch that 
starts the missile’s engine. In con- 
nection with the launching of 
some of the subsonic missiles or 
“attack drones,” a Navy pilot in 
a jet-powered fighter aircraft 
takes off simultaneously and fol- 
lows the robot. 

The idea is that, if the latter 
shows signs of flying out of the 
testing area the pilot can shoot it 
down, This has happened.

1, That the British .mandate 
over Palestine be terminated 
May 1, 1948. 

2. That the Assembly elect a 
U.N, commission of three or five 
members, excluding the Big 
Five powers, to supervise ad- 
ministration of Palestine until 
proposed Arab and Jewish 
countries become independent, 

Final Details Yet to Come. 
The four-man working group, 
composed of representatives of the 
United States, Russia, Guatemala 
and Canada, scheduled another 
meeting for this afternoon to work 
out final details of the proposed 
Russian plan. One of the main 
points of difference has been 
whether the I1-nation Security 
Council—where the Big Five hold 
the veto—should control the en- 
forcement commission, 

(The United Press said that 
while the compromise called for 
the Assembly to establish the com- 
mission, the group would be 
“subordinate to the Security 
Council and be guided by its in- 
structions.” The two powers left 
until later a precise definition of 
the connection between the Coun- 
cil and its veto on the one hand 
and the Palestine commission on 
the other, the U.P. said.)

In First Report, He Hints

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (UP)— 
President Truman told Congress 
in a report today that American 
aid has saved Greece from eco- 
nomic collapse and kept it free, 
but warned that the situation re- 
mains “grave” because of con- 
tinued Communist guerrilla war- 
fare. 

Accordingly, he hinted’ that 
further aid to Greece may be 
necessary lest that ‘embattled 
Balkan country become “fertile 
ground for totalitarian ideologies.” 

Truman painted the still-dark 
picture in a letter transmitting to 
Congress the first report on. the 
$400,000,000 Greek-Turkish aid pro- 
gram. Congress voted the aid— 
$300,000,000 to Greece and 3100, 
000,000 to Turkey—last May after 
Truman's historic stop-Commu- 
nism speech in arch. 

Hopes for Recovery. 

The report, prepared by the 
State Department, said reconstruc- 
tion in Greece “has been hampered 
by continued guerrilla activity” 
wHich the Greek Government 
hoped to conclude last summer, 

Then it added bluntly: 

“Tf order can be restored, there 
is every reason to be optimistic 
about the recovery of Greece, If 
order is not restored, there can be 
no recovery.”

U. S. Survey Expected to Show 
Family of 4 Needs $3000 a Year 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (UP)— 
A Government survey showing 
how much money a city family of 
four needs to live “modestly” will 
be presented to Congress for use 
in dealing with high prices, it was 


learned today. 

Exact figures were not avail- 
able, but an informed source said 
the total would run “pretty close 
to $3000” for these “everyday fam- 
ilies” in the 34 cities studied. St. 
Louis was among the cities sur- 
veyed, 

The survey, now near comple- 
tion, is being made by the Labor 
Department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

The survey will make allow- 
ances for everything generally 
considered “a part of the Ameri- 
can way of life,” from “the con- 
veniences of a modern home” to 
an occasional bottle of beer. 

The individual budgets for the 
34 cities will be based on the 
needs of a family consisting of a 
working man, his nonworking 
wife, an 8-year-old daughter, and 
a 13-year-old son. Prices of June 
1947 levels will be used. 

The survey was started in the 


spring of 1945.

After that emergency period, he 
estimated that $1,500,000,000 will 
be required from March 31 until 
the end of the fiscal year June 30, 
1948, and an additional six billion 
dollars for the full Ziscal year be- 
ginning July 1. 

While Marshall confined his re- 
port largely to Europe, he said 
the situation in China “continues 
to cause us deep concern” and 
“we should extend to the Govern- 
ment and its people certain eco- 
nomie aid and assistance.” Re- 
publican leaders have insisted 
that China should be included in 
any stop-gap aid program. 

Marshall said a definite propos- 
al for China is being prepared for 
early submission. And, he said, 
the United States and all other 
world powers recognize the Na- 
tional Government of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek as the “sole 
legal Government cf China.”

Marshall has refused to make

Importance Stressed. 

With Europe dependent on 
American help to get back on its 
feet, Marshall told the legislators, 
decisions in the forthcoming spe- 
cial sessions of Congress “will be 
no less important for the future 
of our country and the world than 
those of the war years.” 

Marshall said that in the aid 
program the “risks are real” but 
the “chances of success are good” 
in helping the people of western 
Europe preserve their free society. 

Marshall, in citing opposition to 
European recovery efforts, said 
the fact must be faced that, de- 
spite American efforts to help the 
whole European community, “not 
all of the European nations have 
been left free to take their place 
in the community of which they 
form a natural part.” 

To the east of the line where 
Allied armies ended the war in 
Germany, the Secretary said, is 
“the unmistakable imprint of an 
alien hand.” 

Consequently, Marshall said, the 
geographic scope of the recovery 
program contemplated by this 
country “is limited to those na- 
tions which are free to act in 
accordance with their national 
traditions and their own estimates 
of their national interests,”

Marshall's original statement 
made no reference to additional 
funds to pay occupation costs in 
Germany, Japan and Korea. He 
expanded his prepared text later, 
however, to say he understood the 
Army will ask Congress to supply 
about $500,000,000 for that pur- 
pose through next June 30.

American grants or credits which 
made dollars dvailable to other 
countries to meet their import 
requirements.

To the 
extent that supplies for Europe 
are procured from non-partici- 
pating countries for dollars, the 
trade position of thése countries 
with the United States will be 
improved. In this way we feel 
that the problems of the other 
Western Hemisphere countries 
can be met through a combina- 
tion of the European recovery 
program purchases and normal 
Export-Import Bank transac- 
tions. 
More important in a funda- 
mental sense, with increases in 
production in Europe such as 
those contemplated in the Paris 
report, exports from Europe will 
increase, and the necessity for the 
various supplying countries to ac- 
cumulate non-convertible curren- 
cies ‘or to extend credit will 
diminish. Just as the progress of 
each individual country among the 
16 will affect the progress of the 
others, so the recovery of Europe 
will inevitably be a significant 
link in a chain reaction creating 
or maintaining economic activity 
in other countries. 

Aid to China Planned. 
The situation in China con- 
tinues to cause us deep concern. 
The civil war has spread and in- 
creased in intensity. The Chinesé 
Communists by force of arms

The United States and all oth- 
er world powers recognize the 

National Government as the 
sole legal government of China. 
Only the Government ang 
ple of China can solve their 
fundamental problems and re- 
gain for China its rightful role 
as a major stabilizing influence 
in the Far East.

the major features of. the long- 


range plan for European recon-

Speedy Decision Urged, 


I would, however, urge upon 
you the necessity of a speedy de- 
cision in regard to the interim aid 
program. What is immediately 
needed is aid to maintain the 
status quo in food and in the ma- 
terial necessary to keep the wheels 
turning and people at work. 


It will do little good to discuss 
the merits of a recovery pro- 
gram for Europe if in the mean- 
time political and economiic con- 
ditions have deteriorated to a 
point where such a program 
could not possibly succeed. 


The problem of overseas pay- 
ment have become particularly 
acute in the case of Austria, 
France and Italy. It is clear that 
the people of these countries 
in the absence of immediate as- 
sistance will, during the next 
few months, begin to suffer 
from a lack of food and other 
necessities of life and the whole 
economic and social life of the 
people will be seriously affected. 
Within a short time these coun- 
tries will have exhausted all of 
the: dollar resources which they 
can muster to maintain the flow 
of essential supplies. 

Austria, whose economy is car- 
rying the weight of a military oc- 
cupation of four powers, has been 
able to survive in recent months

Italy’s financial situation is even 
more serious than that of Austria 


or France. Last June the Italian 
Government took steps to elimi- 
nate the purchase of most of the 
raw materials and supplies which 
she required for the operation of 
her economy. The United States 
foreign relief program hag been 
able to provide food and coal until 
the present time. Funds are not

In order to meet this emer- 
gency, I recommend that you 
give immediate and urgent con- 
sideration to a bill authorizing 
the appropriation of sufficient 
funds to provide the supplies 
necessary to permit the people 
of these three countries to con- 
tinue to eat, to work, and to 
survive the winter.

To accomplish this purpose it 
is recommended that the Con- 
gress authorize an appropriation 
tion of $507,000,000.

In the absence of a recovery 
program the problem of main- 
taining — levels in Europe 
rapidly comes more complex 
after March 31. Additional 
countries will at that time prac- 
tically have exhausted their dol- 
lar resources, and the cumulative 
effect of the uncertainties as to 
the future and the continued low 


levels of production and consump-. 


tion will have serious 
quences throughout Europe. 

The program of interim aid 
would be concentrated largely on 

such items as food, fuel, fertilizer, 
fibers, seeds and medical sup- 
plies. With such resources as 
they can make available, the 
countries should be able them- 
selves to procure other imports 
needed to prevent economic de- 
terioration. The program should 
be sufficiently flexible to take ac- 
count of such changes in require- 
ments and availabilities as may 
occur. 

Interim ald mould be given 
to these countries under agree- 
ment to make efficient use of 
the commodities which we would 
supply. The bilateral agreements 
would also require that the local 
currency equivalent of the value 
of the commodities which we 
supply would be used only for 
such purposes as we and the re- 
cipient country might agree. 
They should also include a pro- 
vision that the receiving govern- 
ment make known to its people 
the purpose and source of our 
supplies, and that it would make 
available full information con- 
cerning their distribution and 
use.

In considering them I know you 
are aware of the momentous im- 
portance to the world of your de- 
cisions. While we are dealing at 
the moment with the drab though 
vital facts of economic life, they 
carry with them fateful conse- 
quences. 

The automatic success of the 
program cannot ‘be guaranteed. 
The imponderables are many. The 
risks are real, They are, how- 
ever, risks which have been care- 
fully calculated, and I believe the 
chances of success are good. 

There is convincing evidence 
that the peoples of western Eu- 
rope want to preserve their free 
society and the heritage we 
share with them. To make that 
choice conclusive need our 
assistance. It is in the Ameri- 
can tradition to help. In help- 
ing them we will be helping our- 
selves — because in the large 
sense our national interests co- 
incide with those of a free and 
prosperous Europe. 

We must not fail to meet this 
inspiring challenge. We must not 
permit the free community of Eu- 
rope to be extinguished. Should 
this occur it would be a tragedy 
for the world, “It would impose 
incalculable burdens upon this 
country and force serious read- 
justments in our traditional way 
of life.

Songgram Viewed With

Is Named. 


BANGKOK, Nov. 10 (AP)—_ 
Luang Apheaiwongse was 4p, 
pointed Premier of Siam today 
and a five-member Privy Council 
was named to head the Govern- 
ment following a bloodless coup 
d'etat yesterday directed by the 
wartime dictator, Pibul Songgrarh. 

Songgram, who said he directed 
the action “to save hig country 
from ruin,” apparently does not 
contemplate serving in the new 
Goverment. The United States and 
British Governments—major fac- 
tors in Siam’s foreign relations 
and international trade — are 
known to regard unfavorably 
Songgram's collaboration with the 
Japanese and his former Govern- 
ment’s declaration of war against 
the Allies, 

(United States officials in 
Washington who deal with. Far 
Eastern affairs said that any 
Siamese Government headed by 
Songgram will be “extremely un- 
popular” among the Western 
democracies, the United Press 
said. Some diplomatic officials ex- 
pressed concern for any political 
prisoners who may fall into Song- 
gram’s hands. They said he was 
responsible for atrocities during 
the war.) 

The new Siamese Privy Council 
replaces the regency for 19-year- 
old King Phumiphon, whe is now 
in Switzerland. He is expected to 
return to Siam next month, when 
he attains his majority. 

The Privy Council immediately 
promulgated a new Constitution 
reviving som of, the monarchial 
powers relinquished in 1932. Under 
new Constitution, Slam 
Legislature will continue as a 
two-chamber body, but members 
of the Senate will henceforth be 
appointed by the King instead of 
being elected.

whose spirit never dies. When 
Robeson spoke, deploring what he 
said had been an effort by some 
Negro ministers in St. Louis to 
discourage attendance at the meet- 
ing, his voice seemed still to be 
singing. 

In the other hall, meanwhile, 
Msgr. Sheen spoke of Karl Marx 
and of Sigmund Freud—in opposi- 
tion to Communism and Freudian 
psychoanalysis. He granted both 
had high ideals, ut said both were 
wrong, because they had left out 
God.. Msgr. Sheen said, the 
present time of toubles may be 
the preparation for a more “com- 
munal outlook” in the world. ' 

Wallace spoke in opposition to 
both the Republican and the 
Democratic party leaderships 
which he said had joined with 
“Wall Street’” in a march toward 
depression and war. The emphasis 
on “Wall Street” came from his 
native Midwestern farm  back- 
ground, a holdover from the Popu- 
list movement of the 1890s, but 
much of Wallace’s fervor also 
comes from his grandfather, a 
Presbyterian minister. Wallace 
avoided mention of religion, how- 
ever; he is sensitive to the ac- 
cusation of being a “religious 
mystic.” 

People at the Wallace meeting 
applauded most when he promised 
that peace, somehow, would be 
maintained. They filed out quietly, 
as they had entered. 

The Wallace meeting lasted un- 
til 11:15 p.m.; the Sheen meeting 
had ended by 10 p.m. A part of 
the Wallace crowd began drifting 
out before Wallace had finished 
speaking. Some had brought chil- 
dren, who were very sleepy.

PLANT BREAKDOWN 


Boiler Tube Blows Out, Dis- 


abling 40,000-Kilowatt 
Unit at Venice. 


A 40,000-kilowatt steam turbine 
at the Union Electric Co. plant at 
Venice was ‘put out of operation 
today when a boiler tube blew out. 
The resulting drop in current 
necessitated hurry calls to more 
than 100 large industrial users in 
the St. Louis area, requesting 
them to reduce use of electricity 
as much as possible until output 
could be increased. 

A Union Electric spokesman 
said it was hoped the turbine 


de- would be back in operation by 


Wednesday. He said that under 
normal conditions the Venice 
accident would have made little 


difference in the company’s ability 


to supply power, but that, due to 
the low water level at Bagnell 
Dam, the drop in output at Venice 
caused an emergency. 

Other power sources were able 
to make up about 15,000 kilowatts 
of the shortage. Response by in- 
dustrial users to the company’s 
request enabled it to supply other 
users without interruption, the 
spokesman said. The company 
recently asked public co-operation 
in reducing use. of power due to 
the emergency at Bagnell. 


5 DOGS HUNTED IN ATTACKS 


Deputy sheriffs today were hunt- 
ing five animals, believed to be 
dogs, which residents near Clay- 
ton and Mason roads reported 
have attacked several farm ani- 
mals within the last week.

‘lington, D.C., said here last night. 


“These two men, who did the 
most to create the spirit, mood 
and temper of our times’ were 
right in their aims bu. altogether 
wrong in their methods,” he said. 
The famous radio and pulpit ora- 
tor spoke to an overflow audience 
at Kiel Auditorium Opera House 
under the sponsorship and for the 
benefit of the world-wide Sacred 
Heart Radio Program, which has 
its headquarters here. 

His appearance on the crowded 
stage, clad in a flowing scarlet 
cape, was greeted with prolonged 
applause. From the time of his in- 
troduction by the Rev. Patrick J. 
Holloran 8.J., president of St. 
Louis University, as “the Catho- 
lic Church's first spokesman in the 
land,” until he 4oneluded his talk 
an hour later, he held the undi- 
vided attention of the large audi- 
ence, 

Msgr. Sheen devoted a large 
part of his speech, to an exposi- 
tion of the development of Com- 
munism by Marx and the evolu- 
tion of the theory of psychoan- 
alysis by Freud. He pointed out 
that both philosophies were based 
on conflict—the conflict between 
labor and capital in the case of 
Marx, the conflict of the con- 
scious and unconscious in the 
case of Freud. 

Draws Crowd’s Laughter. 

His exposition of Freudian 
theory drew frequent bursts of 
laughter from the audience. When 
Freud decided the mind had two 
levels, a conscious and an un- 
conscious one, he was beginning 
to be a philosopher and he needed 
some new words,” the speaker 
said. He invented the ‘superego’ 
to represent the former and the 
‘id’ to represent the latter. He 
immediately began to command 
attention because it is the busi- 
ness of philosophy to complicate 
the simple things of life.” 

Msgr. Sheen outlined the Freu- 
dian theory of the conflict between 
the “superego,” representing man’s 
ideals, conventions and morals, 
and the “id,” the seat of his bio- 
logical urges, the libido, with the 
resultant transformation of the 
“id” into dreams that can be 
analyzed for the purpose of cur- 
ing neuroses and psychoses re- 
sulting from that conflict. 
he transformation of the 
‘id,’ in its struggle to get past 
the censorship of the ‘superego,’ 
is one of the reasons why vou 
don’t know what your dreams 
are about.

Communism vs. Brotherhood, 


“The best thing we can say of 

Marx was that he was looking for 
the brotherhood of man. He saw 
the fallacies of liberalism and 
individualism but his method was 
wrong because he had forgotten 
the fatherhood of God. Sharing 
property will not make men broth- 
ers, but brothers will share prop- 
erty. ; 
“Marx tried to have the spokes 
of the wheel without the hub. The 
hub is God and the spokes would 
be useless without the hub. The 
whole is the church, the mystical 
body of Christ, governed by the 
invisible mind of Christ and the 
visible head of the church.” 

Turning to Freud, the speaker 
said the most charitable thing to 
be said of him was that he sought 
to give people peace of mind, “But 
Freud’s great error was that he 


handled many people who told me 
they had spent fortunes on Freud- 
ian psychoanalysis without relief. 
They were easy to handle when I 
gave them a new spiritual outlook 
on life, Freud simply forgot the 
redemption of Christ and the for- 
giveness of sins. 

“Let us not despair of our cen- 
tury. There is perhaps too much 
opposition and not enough trying 
to understand the common goal we 
are all seeking. Both we and they,” 
he said with a gesture toward the 
Wallace-Robeson meeting in the 
convention hall, “are modern souls 
in the search for God.” 

The crowd, estimated at 4200 by 
auditorium officials, gave Msgr. 
Sheen an ovation at the close of 
his talk, He acknowledged the pro- 
longed applause by rising and bow- 
ing.

But, in answer to questions, 
Lovett said there has been no 
decision yet on the amount of the 
fund, or where the money for it 
is to come from, 

The 16 western European coun- 
tries participating in the long- 
range recovery program requested 
three billion dollars for currency 
stabilization purposes but did not 
include it in the $22,440,000,0000 
of outside aid they proposed in 
the report prepared at their Raris 
conference. 

Brewster for Aiding China. 

Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
made it plain that the emergency

House Speaker Martin (Rep.),

the whole picture.”

The committee said the United 
States can supply onlv part of 
Europe's need for semi-finished 
steel and cannot send any acrar 
at all, It said only half of the 
requested billion dollars worth cf 
farm machinery rhould be shipped 
in the four-year period. 

“There is still a desperate short- 
age of farm machinery in this 
country,” Ball said. “And it must 
be remembered that unless Ameri- 
can farm production can be main- 
tained, the food to help Europe 
won't be available.” 

The committee’s findings that aid 
to Europe ought to be financed 
out of taxes and not borrowing 
generally Was accepted in Con- 
gress, although there were indica- 
tions that an argument will arise 
over whether this means there can 
be no income tax reduction in 
1948. The Republicans are com- 
mitted to such a reduction. 

Senator Connally, in a statement 
last night, recommended the ap- 
pointment of a single director of 
foreign aid who would report to 
the President through the State 
Department. 

“The whole program is so inti- 
mately and vitally a part of United 
States foreign policy,” he assert- 
ed, “that the State Department 
must be in contact with same.” 

LaFollette Mentioned. 

The name of Robert M. LaFol- 
lette Jr. figured prominently in 
speculation as the possible direc- 
tor of the program. 

LaFollette, former Wisconsin 
Senator, served as chairman of 
two Harriman subcommittees, one 
on the administration of foreign 
aid and the other on drafting its 
final report to Truman. He served 
in the Senate under a Progressive 
party label and was defeated last 
year in the Wisconsin Republican 
primaries. 

Lewis Douglas, United States 
Ambassador to Britain, returned 
yesterday from London. Before 
leaving England, he told reporters 
he had been summoned home un- 
expectedly for consultations with 
Truman on the European aid pro- 
gram 

Douglas told a reporter here 
that he had “never heard” of any 
conjecture that he might become 
the chief American supervisor in 
Europe of the Marshall aid pro- 
gram, as reported in London. 


HUGHES TESTIFIES 
GENERAL SOUGHT 


LOAN OF $200,000

turned down the loan proposition, 

Hughes said, “I thought Gen. 
Meyers was going to find some 
Way to throw a monkey wrench 
into that F-11 (photo reconnais- 
sance) plane contract if it was 
the last thing he ever did.” 

But, Hughes said, Meyers ap- 
parently went ahead and approved 
the contract any way. 

Meyers, now retired; was deputy 


chief of Air Force procurement 


Hughes's relations with aevers 
came up after the plane manu- | 
facturer had testified earlier that | 
he decided to give publicity man 
John W. Meyer a free hand to 
spend on wartime entertaining of 
Army officers because he could 
not get plane contracts by “doing 
business in a strait-laced man- 
ner.“ 

During hearings last summer, | 
the committee developed that pub- 
licity man Meyer turned in ex- 
pense accounts listing $164, 
spent on entertainment of Army 
officers, government officials and 
others. Several of those listed in 
the accounts denied receiving 
such entertainment. 

The testimony that Meyers 
sought to borrow $50,000 was pre- 
sented to the committee in closed 
session last month by Neil Me- 
Carthy, former Hughes attorney. 


Chairman Ferguson (Dem.), 
Michigan, asked Hughes what 
McCarthy told him when he re- 
turned from seeing Meyers. 

“McCarthy mentioned to me a 
loan ., . to buy on margin some 
Liberty bonds,” Hughes began. 

“What was the amount of the 
loan,” Ferguson asked. 

The amount of the loan was 
$200,000,” Hughes replied. 

“Then you knew that 
Meyers meant business, 
you?” Ferguson demanded. 


Objects to Phrase. 


Hughes objected to the phrase | 
“meant business.” He said that.

was “open to many interpreta- 
tions.” Hughes added: “He didn’t 
think he was taking advantage of 
me. And apparently he went 
ahead and passed the contract.” 

“But what did you think about 
it in your mind?” Ferguson per- 
sisted. 

“Well, Senator, it would have 
been improper in his (Meyer's) 
mind only if he felt it to be 
morally wrong.” 

“But did you think it was im- 
proper?” 

Hughes replied that the request 
for the $200,000 would only be 
‘improper” if it had any bearing 
on the general’s decision on the 
photo plane contract. 


Hughes said he turned Meyers 
down, not because he felt the gen- 
eral was proposing “anything 
wrong in his own mind,” but be 
cause “it might have been open 
to the wrong interpretation.” 

Hughes said: “I do know this. I 
never thought for one instant that 
there ever was anything improper 
in Gen. Meyers’ mind.” 

When the matter was first 
raised, Ferguson told the wit- 
ness: 

“Surely you realize, Mr. Hughes, 
that when an Army officer who 
is second in command on pro- 
curement of aircraft talks to a 
contractor about investments, it 
is a serious matter.” 


And when Hughes was discuss- 
ing publicity man Meyer’s expendi- 
tures, Ferguson handed him, and 
had him read aloud, a wartime or- 
der from Gen. H. H. Arnold, then 
head of the Army Air Forces. 

In the order, Arnold warned all 
his officers to beware of accept: | 
ing even the most “casual gift” | 
lest they “compromise” themselves | 
and the Army. 

Leaning forward earnestly, 
Hughes told the committee it was | 
“with great reluctance” he gave 
the testimony about Gen. Meyers 
seeking a loan. 

He said that at the time he con- 
sidered Meyers “one of my very 
few friends—one of maybe two.” 

“Who was the other?” Ferguson 
asked. 

“Possibly Jesse Jones.” 

Previous testimony has shown 
that Jones, then head of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
was interested in seeing that 
Hughes received a plane contract. 

No planes were delivered under 
Hughes's contract before the 
war's end. Hughes contends that 
was because he was not given 
priority to obtain materials and 
manpower. 

(The United Press said Hughes 
testified also that Gen. Meyers 
once was instrumental in getting 
Hughies's movie, 
barred in New York City. He said 
he discussed it with the general 
and said Meyers did not admit 
having anything to do with barring 
the movie but intimated that he 
might be able to do something 
about getting the bar lifted. 

(Meyers reported, however, 
Hughes said, that events had 
“gone too far” and there was 
nothing that could be done about 
lifting the bar. Hughes testified 
that the only money he gave the 
general was to cover expenses for 
a trip to California—more than 
$3000. ) 

Says He Followed Others, 

Hughes said that when he de- 
cided to spend on entertainment | 
for Army officers he was only 
adopting a practice other plane 
manufacturers were following:

where Army aeronautical re- 
search is centered. 

Holland said there has been no 
official determination, but he be- 
lieved that under “strict terms” 
of the contract Hughes probably 
could claim the $1,900,000. 

Hughes asserted that until he 
gave the assignement of enter- 
taining Army officers and doing 
other public relations work, he 
was “getting the worst deal of any 
aircraft manufacturer in the 
United States.

A reporter asked Stassen about 
his plans to invade “Taft terri- 
tory” on a quest for delegates in 
the South. 

Stassen replied that Southern 
delegates are “going to be impor- 
tant” at the Republican nominat- 
ing convention and “we are going 
down there to make a start.” He 
is starting a speech-making tour 
which will include some states 
in the traditionally Democratic 
South, 

On the foreign side, Stassen 
said that Euro aid efforts 
cannot be a success if it is wasted 
on governments “going down” the 
Socialist or Communistic paths. 

Britain, he said, is not largely 
socialized and “the big question, 
is what, direction Britain and 
other countries are going to take 
from here on out. 

Stassen said he had not changed 
his attitude of optimism on world 
peace, expressed in the book, since 
it was sent to the printers two 
months ago. i. 

Much of the material covered in 
12 chapters has been discussed_ 
previously by the former Minne- 
sota Governor. He said the three

health are new. His tax proposal 
would provide: 

1. A “ceiling” tax of 50 per cent 
on an individual’s income as com- 
pared with what he called the 
present “confiscatory 90 per cent.” 
(Present law has an 88 per cent 
top surtax bracket, but says not 
more than 85% per cent of a per- 
son's income may be taken in 
taxes.) 


2. A “floor” under taxes requir- 
ing all fortunes above “a certain 
amount” to pay taxes of all kinds 
equal to at least 1% per cent a 
year of the principal. This would 
amount to a capital levy where 
taxes on a fortune did not come 
up to 1% per cent, It is aimed 
at tax-exempt Government bonds 
and what Stassen called “stagnant 
investments” earning very little 
income, 


3. Special reductions in rates 
for small businesses. 

4. Some “corrections” of the 
earned income tax. 


5. General consumers“ or en- 
cise taxes if needed to balance the 
budget after paying three billion 
dollars a year on the public debt. 

6. The entire program, assum- 
un it became law, would then 
fluctuate to counterag@ sharp 
swings in the economic pendulum: 
When unemployment, for example, 
reached 6 per cent of the total 
labor force, there would be a 
special cut in taxes, easement of 
curbs on installment buying, and 
a stepped-up Government building 
program “done by private con- 
tracts and not on a WPA basis.” 

Automatic Return Swing.

Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. is, asking 
‘for higher rates in Missouri and other states 
in which it operates. It wants $3,000,000 more in 


No doubt Southwestern Bell, with its very 
able and industrious staff of accountants, law- 
yers and public relations experts, will make an 
increase before the 

Public Service Commission. 

The company will properly cite higher wages 

for employes and higher costs of materials. 


These factors have caused a great many com- 
panies, often reluctantly, to raise the prices of 


their goods and services. No single corporation 
can tackle and defeat a nationwide inflationary 
trend. 

Yet some very pertinent questions are raised 
about Southwestern Bell and its parent, the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co., in an 
editorial from the Tulsa Tribune, reprinted on 
this page today. . 

These questions concern the methods of fi- 
naneing employed by Southwestern Bell. Will 


this extremely important phase of the com- 


pany’s activities be presented to the Pyplic 
Service Commission? Surely, what Southwestern 
Bell pays for money is intimately related to its 
profits and its rates. 

This brings up the interesting relationship 
between AT&T and its subsidiaries, including 
Southwestern Bell. AT&T, with its vast re- 
sources and its vast command of credit, acts 
as a banker. When subsidiaries need money, 
they look to the parent holding company and 
it supplies them with funds. 

For example, as the Tulsa Tribune relates, 
in 1946 Southwestern Bell borrowed $37,800,000 
from AT&T. In return, it presented the parent 
with $27,000,000 in its own common stock, plus 
a note for $10,800,000. 

Now, Southwestern Bell’s common stock, 99.99 
per cent of which is held by AT&T, is a truly 
blue-chip security. Its par value is $100 and, 
since it is not on the open market, this value 
does not vary. On the stock, Southwestern Bell 
customarily pays a dividend of $9 per year. This 
has fluctuated a little in the past, and it may 


be somewhat lower this yedr, but on the whole 


the statement is correct. 

In other words, the parent company, asked to 
lend money to its subsidiary, did so at a 9 per 
cent return. In the present era of cheap money, 
this is indeed a handsome investment. 

How much does AT&T have to pay for the 
$27,000,000? What is the difference between 
what it pays for the money, and the dividends 
it receives from the subsidiary? 

The Tulsa Tribune makes the point that, if 
Southwestern Bell had issued $27,000,000 worth 
of 24% per cent bonds instead of issuing its 
common stock, it would have saved a yearly 
charge against its profits of $1,755,000. That 


is more than half of the rate increase the com- 


pany is asking for in Missouri. 
~ But that is not all. The money the company 
allots for dividends is subject to the 38 per 
cent corporation tax. On the other hand, if 
bonds had been issued, the interest on those 
bonds would be a deductible item in the income 
tax return. 

In the first eight months of this year, South- 
western Bell borrowed $53,300,000, against 
which it issued $50,000,000 in additional stock 


to AT&T. 


At the present time, AT&T holds 2,600,000 
shares of Southwestern Bell stock. At the rate 
of $9 per share, the total’ annual take of the 
parent company is $23,400,000. 

On top of this, Southwestern Bell pays the 
parent company a yearly fee for “general serv- 
ices and licenses.” In 1946, this fee amounted to 
$2,550,281 :22. 

Of course, Southwestern Bell cannot do all 
its financing with bond issues. It cannot mort- 
gage itself up to the eyes as the railroads have 
done. In this respect, it follows a careful policy. 
As of Sept. 30, 1947, its ratio of debt to total 
capitalization was only 26.6 per cent. 

As corporate structures go, that is very, very 
conservative. The debt ratio could be increased 
without creating a risky capital structure— 
especially in a kind of business which is a 
natural monopoly. Such an increase, under pres- 
ent circumstances,. would decrease the com- 
pany's financing costs. 

There are many other aspects of the relation- 
ship between Southwestern Bell and its parent, 
but the sample presented here, we believe, 
should cause the State of Missouri, in consid- 
ering the application for the rate increase, to 
scrutinize the relations of Southwestern 
Bell with AT&T.

President Middlebush took an unnecessarily 
narrow view when he ruled that the provision 
for separate schools for white and Negro stu- 
dents in Missouri stood in the way of Negro at- 
tendance at the intercollegiate UN conference 
at the University of Missouri.

President Middlebush could hardly argue that 
any embarrassment would result from allowing 
Negroes to enter the university buildings for 
purposes of the conference. Four years ago a 
survey showed that 77 per cent of the students 
polled at the University of Missouri felt that the 
time had come to end racial discrimination there, 


A chance to show the wisdom of gradualism in 
improving race relations has been missed at 
Columbia. ; 
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Secretary Marshall’s Message 

The emergency program for aid to Europe, 
as revealed by Secretary Marshall to the Senate 
and House foreign relations committees today, 
is modest enough. Secretary Marshall asks for 
$597,000,000 to last through March 31, 1948. This 
is the minimum needed to guarantee the survival 
of Western Europe through the winter “as one 
of the pillars of world securtty.” 

If Congress at the special session convening 
next week will grant this request, there will then 
be ample time to debate the details of the long- 
range program. 

Some of the items of that debate are evident 
in the differences between the views. expressed 
by Sectetary Marshall today and those of the 
President’s Committee on Foreign Aid, whose 
report was made public yesterday. 

Mr. Marshall places the total cost of the per- 
manent program at 16 to 20 billion dollars. The 
President’s committee places the total at between 
12 and 17 billion dollars. : 

Secretary Marshall apparently wants the State 


Department to have primary authority in the 


distribution of aid and wants this aid to be fun- 
neled, in each country, through the American 
embassy. The President's committee wants an 
independent agency’ to be set up for this pur- 


pose, with its chairman to be appointed by the 


President and confirmed by the Senate. 

In the end, we believe, the view of the Pres- 
ident’s committee will triumph. The State De- 
partment for institutional reasons is perhaps the 
slowest of all departments of the Government 
to respond to the popular will, and Congress will 
want a more direct hand in control of the pro- 
gram than would be possible if the State De- 
partment were placed in full charge. 

Furthermore, the barriers imposed to the rec- 
ognition of democratic elements in Greece by 
Ambassador MacVeagh gave an unpleasant fore- 
taste of what might happen if Ambassadors were 
placeti in charge of foreign aid in each of the 
16 European capitals involved. 

Secretary Marshall and the President's com- 
mittee agree that the foreign-aid plan shall look 
toward maximum self-help by the Western Euro- 
pean nations. If this point of view is to be car- 
ried out, certain fundamentals must be constant- 
ly stressed. 

Currencies must be stabilized. Wages and 
purchasing power must be so arranged as to give 
men a motive to work. The production of basic 
commodities such as coal, steel, fertilizer and 
farm machinery must be given priority. Trans- 
portation facilities, both rail and water, must be 
restored as swiftly as possible. And a plan must 


de evolved and adopted whereby Europe can,re- 


ceive the full benefit of the productive capacity 
of the Ruhr. 

These things have not been given sufficient 
emphasis in the reports and recommendations 
received to date. Congressional realists can do a 
great service by seeing these factors get the at- 
tention they deserve. 


Dairy Men’s Torpedo 

Aid to foreign countries is acceptable to the 
National Co-Operative Dairy Producers’ Federa- 
tion, but the St. Louis convention denounced 
the proposed International Trade Organization. 
The delegates frankly expressed the fear that 
continued mutual reduction of tariffs under ITO 
auspices would make stiffer competition in their 
industry. 

It is a distressing attitude—as distressing as 
the outrageous taxes which this group has suc- 
ceeded in having imposed on American-made 
margarine. The dairy men are willing for the 
United States to ship goods abroad. No doubt 
they are quite willing for the country to buy 
goods abroad,’ particularly when it will depress 
the prices of things that dairy men buy. But 
they are totally outraged at the thought of for- 
eign competition with their own products. 

Brisk, well-balanced foreign trade would ce- 
ment the peace and heighten the strength and 
prosperity of all the trading countries. NeVer- 
theless, dairy farmers—like some other organ- 
ized producer groups—will unblinkingly torpedo 
foreign commerce if that is the only way to main- 
tain all the “protection” they desire in the home 
market. They talk like every logrolling tariff 
lobby since the War of 1812. , 
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The Loyalty Board 


The first 20 appointments made by the Civil 
Service Commission to the Federal Employes’ 
Loyalty Review Board are reassuring. Few of 
the names are household words, but examina- 
tion of the members’ backgrounds discloses a 
consistent pattern of personal achievement, cou- 
pled in most instances with worthwhile public 
service. About one third are college people; 
two thirds are lawyers. The group seems well 
qualified to sift out acceptable evidence from 
hearsay and smear—to assure fair trials on ap- 
peals and to uphold American liberties—yto fight 
hysteria. | 

This board has the very serious task of pro- 
tecting national security without tolerating any 
effort, by either administrators or members of 
Congress, to impose slavish conformity. In the 
current Harper’s magazine, James A. Wechsler 
of the New York Post Washington bureau points 
out that the underlying presidential loyalty or- 
‘der is a dangerously loose document. As a re- 
sult,.Wechsler reports a “deepening demoraliza- 
tion” in the federal service. The caliber of the 
loyalty board, he writes, “will decisively affect 
this. atmosphere.” 

Appointment of the board, Wechsler argues, 
should be accompanied by an “emphatic clari- 
fication of the language used in the loyalty or-

The decision of the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. to ask for higher rates in 
the states in which it operates may call 
for a reappraisal of our standards for util- 
ity rate making. 


Over a long period of time, the -courts 
have established the rule that regulated 
utilities were entitled to a fair return on 
their investment and this fair return has 
been held to be in the vicinity of 6 per 
cent. Various methods have been employed 
in determining the figure to be employed 
as a Pate base. 


The fact that this allowable earning 
might be as low as 5% per cent was es- 
tablished in one of the most recent of the 
telephone rate fights, the Tulsa telephone 
case decided 10 years ago. 

How utilities arranged their financing 
did not enter into the consideration when 
the fair return to the companies was being 
determined in the old days. 


But times have changed. Risk capital 
no longer demands a return of 7 per cent 
or more. It was in the hunt for a 3 per 
cent return that the idea of a toll turnpike 
from Tulsa to Oklahoma City was born. 


We live in an era of cheap money. World 
War II gave us a national debt of propor- 
tions undreamed of when the 6 per cent 
return was being adjudged fair to utility 
investors. Many United States Government 
bonds today earn less than 2% per cent. 


Southwestern’s Method 


In the United States the telephone busi- 
ness for all practical purposes is a mo- 
nopoly. This makes it the most attractive 
kind of investment. These two factors— 
low interest and monopoly status—justify 
reopening the question of what is a fair 
return for the telephone company. The 
cost of financing a utility venture may 
properly become a consideration in fixing 
rates. 


Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. elects 
to finance its operations primarily by the 
sale of stock. Its financial structure con- 
sists of $210,000,000 in outstanding capital 
stock on which it customarily pays a 9 
per cent dividend, $75,000,000 40-year deben- 
tures on which it pays 2% per cent inter- 
est, and $10,800,000 borrowed from Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co., of which 


it is an almost wholly owned subsidiary, 
at 4 per cent interest. (Editor's Note: On 
Sept. 30 the capital structure was: $260,- 
000,000 stock, $75,000,000 debentures, $15,- 
621,721 surplus and $24,900,000 cash ad- 
vances. ) 


In 1946, it needed $37,800,000 for expan- 
sion. It borrowed this sum from A. T. & T. 
Subsequently. it gave A. T. & T. stock 
with a par value of $27,000,000 to retire 
$27,000,000 of the debt and its note for the 
other $10,800,000, 


Had the company sold $27,000,000 of 2% 
per cent bonds instead of issuing stock, it 
could have accomplished its expansion at 
a yearly cost of $675,000, compared with 
the $2,430,000 which will be necessary to, 
pay 9 per cent dividends on the additional 
stock, 


Big Expansion Ahead 


Because of the tax laws, it will have to 
earn even more than the difference be- 
tween $675,000 and $2,430,000. Interest is 
an expense which is deducted in determin- 
ing the amount of earnings subject to in- 
come tax. Dividends are paid out of what 
is left after the taxes are paid. In other 
words, the company will not only have to 
earn the larger sum in order to keep up 
its dividend rate but the income tax upon 
that sum as well. 


Southwestern Bell contemplates a tre- 
mendous expansion in the next few years. 
In Oklahoma alone it announces it will 
spend $52,000,000, and Oklahoma represents 
only 7% per cent of the company’s total 
operations. 


The difference in the amount the com- 
pany will have to earn depending on 
whether it sells stocks or-bonds will run 
into millions. It is an item big enough to 
justify modernizing our ideas about util- 
ity rate making. The Southwestern Bell's 
application for higher rates is the perfect 
occasion to go into the question, 


In the past we have seen the power of 
A. T. & T. overwhelm the representatives 
of our state, but this time not Oklahoma 
alone, but Kansas, Missouri, Texas and Ar- 
kansas are affected as well as Oklahoma. 
Together the five states possess the power 
to force the issue to a showdown in the 
highest courts in the land, and that is 
where the answer will be written.

Automobile assembly lines con- 
tinue to hum along at better than 
100,000 cars and trucks per week.

The wheelbase is 
116 inches as against 106%, and 
interior room has increased 6 per 
cent. Not only that, but the parts 
business is unprecedented, Charles 
E. Wilson, president of General 
Motors, estimates that the money 
spent in replacement parts is 
equivalent to three-quarters of a 
million cars Manhours worked 
in the industry are about a third 
greater than in 29. 

This is basic in the business 
outlook. If construction and auto 
production hold up—as they seem 
likely to—any near-term recession 
seems unlikely. Bearing on this, 
department store sales are on the 
rise again—up 14 per cent over a 
year ago.

WAX 


ERE is some information on 
H the subject of wax. 

Wax was first invented by a 
bee named Egbert but he never 
realized the commercial ponsibill- 
ties, Since then, it has ‘come a 
long way—but who remembers 
Egbert? 

Wax is used for any number of 
jobs about the house. When ap- 
plied (properly and according to 
the directions on the back of the 
container) to a surface it pro- 
vides a high polish but also, and 
this is more important, it protects 
the surface from scratches and 
makes cleaning easy.

Wax can be used alone as a 
floor finish but it does best when 
used over varnish or shellac, The 
wax will take all the wear and 
tear while the varnish or shellac 
just site there and takes life easy. 
When the wax begins to wear it 
can be renewed which is a lot 
easier than refinishing the floor. 

Don’t apply wax in heavy coats 
as this makes it slippery. And 
don’t use an oil mop to clean a 
waxed floor as the oil will soften 
up the wax.

EXT time you listen to a radio 
N quiz show in which the con- 

testant has a choice of three 
answers—is it the first, second or 
third?—be on the alert for the 
contestant’s coach in the audience 
who signals the answer by cough- 
ing once, twice or three times; by 
laughing ha, ha-ha or ha-ha-ha; or 
by similar code. 

Next time you have to sneeze re- 
member these facts: 

1, Sneezing is a natural, normal, 
healthy reaction and only twerps 
and freaks try to suppress it or 
regard it as impolite, 

2. Instead of restraining the im- 
pulse to sneeze one should give it 
free reign and sneeze heartily. 


3. Sneezing is the natural way 
to eject from the respiratory tract, 
particularly the upper portion of 
it, irritants, including disease 
germs, which if not promptly 
ejected, may do harm. 


4. Anyone intelligent enough to 
read at all should know enough 
to cover every sneeze with hand, 
handkerchief or mask over mouth 
and nose if there is another per- 
son within 12 feet—the mean range 
of sneeze spray. Cover, that is, not 
smother—hold the mask or screen 
an inch or so from mouth or nose, 
not on it. . 

5. A person in allround good 
health, better-than-average nutri- 
tional condition, in fine fettle, 
with vite, should generally sneeze 
not once, not twice, but three 
times, whenever a casual sneeze 
occurs. To sneeze only once or 
twice indicates a soft, namby- 
pamby, unfit and vulnerable con- 
dition, 

Unrestricted or unhampered 
sneezing is not only good for the 
health and a sign of health but in 
some circumstances actual stimu- 
lation of sneezing may have con- 
siderable prophylactic or preven- 
tive value against the C-R-I (com- 
mon respiratory—accent on the 
pie—infections) and considerable 
remedial value against chronic 
nose and throat troubles of chil- 
dren, as we shall describe in an 
article to follow.

Mr, Davies of the United 
Kingdom, in answering the Ukrai-

When I forwarded these requests 
to Ambassador Gromyko, he had 
replied in a terse and humorous 
epistie: “I have your communi- 
cations of the 8th, 9th, 12th and 
14th and they have been for- 
warded to the proper authorities,”

Still, I was curious to know 
what the theory was which 
prompted the Soviet government 
to allow its citizens to marry citi- 
zens of other lands, but did not 
permit them after marriage to 


follow their husbands to the coun- 
tries from whence they came. 


Knowing the Soviet need for 
manpower, I suppose the reason 
is that women cannot be spared, 
and that the government also is 
hopeful of inducing the husband 
to gtay in the USSR and there- 
by provide another pair of hands 
for work, 

But my Ukrainian friend would 
answer only that, ag far as he 
knew, none of the wives had come 
from the Ukraine, and therefore 
it was not a question of concern 
to the Ukraine. He implied that 
his Soviet Socialist Republic was 
completely independent of Mos- 
cow, made its own rules, and was 
not bound by the central govern- 
ment. Yet it would seem normal 
to suppose that on a law of this 
kind the USSR would attempt to 
get co-ordination and be prepared 
to explain their reasons for this 
particular kind-of legislation.

For centuries the coroner has 
had this duty, but formerly it was 
only one among other more pleas- 
ant function of his office. Orig- 
inally the “coroner” was the 
crowner, an ancient and important 
county officer in England, Ire- 
land and Wales who, as the origin 
of his name indicates, was re- 
garded as a representative of the 
crown. He was the most im- 
portant civil officer in the county 
after the old sheriff, and he per- 
formed the duties of the sheriff 
in the latter’s absence, 


In the earliest charters alluding 
to the office, the coroner or 
“crowner” is described as a cus- 
todian, Certain properties claimed 
by the crown came under his 
jurisdiction, such as objects 
thrown away by a thief in his 
flight, which were classed as 
“waifs.” Shipwrecks and other 
treasure of questionable owner- 
ship were also in his office, dem- 
onstrating that the duty of inves- 
tigating suspicious deaths which 
distinguishes him in this country 
today, by no means took the 
measure of the old coroner.
